Administration  Bldg.  Plans 

To  be  built  at  the  present  lo- 
cation of  the  pear  orchard  (north 
of  the  new  library,)  the  admin- 
istration and  general  services 
building  will  have  a ground 
floor  plus  three  stories. 

Present  plans  call  for  an  X- 
shaped  building,  which  will 
house  the  offices  of  the  univer- 
sity presidency,  registrar,  treas- 
urer, dean  of  students,  university 
publications,  public  relations  and 
machine  accounting.  . 

The  building  will  probably 
have  an  information  and  recep- 
tion center  and  a place  in  the 
basement  to  store  university 
publications. 

Fetzer  and  Fetzer  of  Salt  Lake 
City  are  architects  for  the  ad- 
ministration building. 

Fieldhouse  Extension 

Because  the  west  bleachers  in 
the  fieldhouse  are  ‘‘built  in”  in- 
stead of  removable,  they  always 
cover  the  area  in  Smith  Field- 
house  which  was  planned  to  be 
an  indoor  playing  field. 

A 160-foot  extension  on  the 
west  side  of  the  building  was  ap- 
proved to  provide  the  area  for 
inside  track,  baseball  and  foot-

Last  week  an  editorial  asking 
“How  Do  We  Solve  Cheering 
Problem?”  said  that  petition 
sheets  would  be  distributed  soon 
around  campus.  Students  would 
then  decide  upon  organizing  two 
special  cheering  sections,  located 
in  the  lower  center  area  of  the 
stadium. 

Some  1500  students,  men  sit- 
ting in  separate  seats  from  the 
coeds  as  pictured,  would  concen- 
trate on  giving  the  Cougars  the 
kind  of  rooting  they  need — and 
deserve. 

Some  3,000  seats  would  still  be 
available  for  students  with  dates 
who  would  rather  participate  in 
“less  concentrated”  cheering. 

The  organized  cheering  plan,  ' 
bolstering  the  surging  Cougar 
football  team,  will  still  be  pre- 
sented to  the  BYU  studentbody. 

Instead  of  circulating  a peti- 
tion, however,  a poll  will  be  con- 
ducted and  action  taken  from 
there  (for  the  Wyoming  football 
game  Nov.  22)  depending  upon 
student  support. 

The  stadium  would  be  organ- 
ied  as  the  “Safsten  jobbie”  car- 
toon indicates. 


All  tickets  will  be  distributed 
as  usual  through  the  Fieldhouse 
ticket  office  beginning  the  Mon- 
day before  the  game.  Students 
would  be  asked  to  specify  if  they 
wish  tickets  in  the  divided  root- 
ing actions.  Tickets  will  be  giv- 
en out  on  a first  come-  first 
served  basis. 

Dates,  of  course,  may  sit  to- 
gether or  divide  to  out-yell  each

Emergencies  also  arise  occasionally  when  one  is  forced  to 
ve  to  leave  a gathering  before  its  conclusion.  To  leave  under 
y other  pretense  is  a gross  rudeness  to  not  only  the  artists 
b also  to  the  audience  who  must  bear  the  crawling  and  bump- 
' or  other  distractions. 

Inappropriate  clapping  has  been  memtioned  — but  alas, 
*eems,  not  enough.  Again  let  us  be  reminded:  CLAP  AT  THE 
INCLUSION  OF  A PIECE  AND  NOT  BETWEEN  SECTIONS

GRID  QUIBBLINGS 

There  has  been  some  talk  among  certain  circles  of  having 
the  Wyoming-Brigham  Young  University  football  game  in  Utah 
Stadium  so  more  people  can  see  the  clash  — ridiculous 
what’s  the  mater  with  BYU  enlarging  its  own  stadium?  The 
puny  crackerbox  that  the  Cougars  call  home  is  much  too  small 
for  a championship  team. 

Let’s  take  the  student’s  side  for  a moment.  At  the  Cougar- 
Ute  game,  where  did  the  students  sit?  The  section  reserved 
for  BYU  students  was  so  far  in  the  north  country  that  very 
few  saw  very  much  of  the  game. 

The  paying  customer  was  able  to  receive  a fairly  good 
seat  along  the  west  side,  which  is  good.  The  revenue  brought 
in  from  this  certainly  amounted  up,  since  it  was  BYU’s  “home 
game.” 

But  have  we  reached  a point  where  the  taking  in  of 
money  has  become  the  primary  source  of  alhletic  events? 

Along  this  same  vein  of  being  able  to  seat  more  people, 
why  wasn’t  the  baseball  playoffs  of  last  spring  between  BYU 
and  New  Mexico  played  at  Derks  Field?  Certainly  the  Paficic 
Coast  ball  park  holds  more  than  does  Cougar  field.  If  we  have 
reached  a point  where  the  all-mighty  dollar  has  become  the 
primary  element,  why  not  play  all  of  BYU’s  athletic  events 
in  the  bigger  and  better  facilities  in  Salt  Lake  City? 

But  this  corner  thinks  it  is  pretty  nice  to  have  a champion- 
ship game  or  an  all-important  match,  played  right  here  in 
Provo. 

Speaking  of  enlarged  stadiums,  let’s  take  for  example 
the  College  of  Pacific,  which  carries  the  smallest  NCAA  enroll- 
ment of  major  colleges. 

The  1958-59  enrollment  at  COP  amounts  to  a mere 
1200  students.  But  yet,  Pacific  Memorial  Stadium  has  a 
seating  capacity  of  35,975.  That  is  about  30  times  the 
enrollment  of  the  school. 

BYU  has  an  enrollment  of  10,000  students.  The  seating 
capacity  is  listed  at  15,800  with  temporary  seats.  However,  this 
is  questionable.  There  were  13,697  at  the  New  Mexico  game 
and  people  were  perched  everywhere. 

Of  course  we  readily  admit  that  COP  has  a greater  draw- 
ing power  from  Stockton  than  BYU  does  from  Provo.  But 
the  people  of  Provo  can’t  find  a seat  if  they  have  to  fight  a 
mob  of  10,000  students  for  10,000-plus  seats. 

Let’s  build  the  Stadium  larger  and  give  the  people  of  Provo 
a chance  to  support  the  Cougars.  In  a matter  of  years  the  en- 
larged facilities  will  pay  for  themselves  and  we  won’t  have  to 
worry  about  moving  our  “home”  games  to  Salt  Lake  City. 


Cougars  Stalk  Denver  Pioneer*
